CEASE.’ 


That a mistress wan not the law- 
ful guardian of a mui tsai, nor wat 
a child in the care or charge ol 
its parents after it had reached 
the age of discretion was the Bub- 
mission at the Kowloon Magie- 
tracy yesterday of Mr, N. - 
Brower, who applied on behalf of 
Lau Tit-wan, a young Chinese who 
was sentenced to four months’ 
hard Inbour by Mr. E. W. Hamil- 
ton Inst week, on a charge of har: 
bourlng ‘n mid teat aged 19, with- 
out thetconsent of his guardian, 
for the re-hearing of the case. | 

Mr, Brewer anid inter alia: 

On Wednesday afternoon 1 
fomowhat tear-dimmed Chincae 
lars was shown Into my offices. 
Her story, told timidly but un- 
shakenly, was that her mistress 
was using every coercive means 
to persunde the girl to permit her- 
self to.be sold in Canton an i 
prostitute. Her mistress, sho 
sald, had been so persuading her 
for a long time and in consequence 
sho had on one ocension run away 
to Lau Tit-wan and asked him to 
protect her. Now that he is {n 
prison the mistress has been moro 
insistent and had positively Sn- 
formed her that she must go to 
Canton that very night. The girl 
feured that she must give way un 
lesa I could sce a way to help her. 
I desired to help her; as, apart 
from natural sympathy for her 
plight, I did’ not wish my princi. 
pal witness for tha defence of 
Lau Tit-wan to be “railronded" to 

anton, 

Here then was a parallel, Ina 
like manner this girl had a few 
weeks ago gone to Lau Tit-wan 
imploring protection. He, a lad 
of 20, hnd acted to the- best of 
his lights, gave her a sheltering 
roof, and has been sentenced to 
four months’ imprisonment for 
that very act of granting shelter 


S. C. A.. Interviewed. 


I. took her to the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, but to my sur- 
prise, after I had fully stated tha 
case, I was informed by Mr. Hali- 
fax that he could do nothing in 
the matter. 

Had Lau Tit-wan been fn my 
piace, could he have persuaded 
Mr. Halifax to help him? He 
would perforce have accepted the 
rofusal and either abandoned the 
girl or in¢urred the penalty ‘o 
which he’has been subjected. 

Stil] confident of the justice of 
my cause I pleaded further. 1 
pointed out how one man had al- 
ready been sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment for protect- 
Ing this very girl, that no-one else 
dare recelve her, that he was the 
only one who could accept such 
responsibility, and that I truly be- 
lieved it necessary for her moral 
safety. . 


Thus I finally won from him 


{consent to her temporary admit- 


tance to the Po Lung-kuk. 
No Slavery in Hongkong. 

Officially there {s no slavery in 
Tongkong. The great. Britisn 
Empire which haa 60 successfully 
interfered to prevent slavery in 
divers places could scarcely admit 
condoning the practice within its 
own jurisdiction. : 

So that although we know that 
mui taai are bourht and sold, ‘are 
reared for their unpaid menial 
service, are trented as slaves in 
Hongkong and taken to China to 
conditions which differ from 
Hongkong conditions only in that 
their state of slavery Is openly ac- 
kno viedged, yet In spite of this 
common knowledge we defend the 
system by maintaining that every 
mui tsat is free and can leave her 
mistress at will. 

Aro we to believe that nt such a 
time the Legislature: would have 
intended to tnke away from tho mus 
feat tho one right that.in any -way 
justifiod the Government in per: 
mitting their continued existenco!l

yoors. Wo hava not boon ablo 
to secure statistics of mortality 
from this disoaso, and the point 
is thoroforo still opon as to 
whothor it is highor than the 
normal rato. Spoaking puroly 
without tho book, howover, wo 
bavo impression that tho 
mortality rate amongst tho 
European community during the 


an 


past cight months or so must bo 
groater than for somo yoars. 
Owing to tho fact that wo aro 
still-in the oarly part of the yoar, 
no useful percontage compari- 
sons can bo made betwoon 1925 
and the preocding years regard- 
ing tho incidonce of tho disoaso, 
but that will bo possible lator on. 


Main interest-locally contros 
in the cause of the outbreak, 
which, it still has to be said, has 
not beon dofinitely ostablished.

against firo-damp, but oven 
nowadays, a5 shown at 
Dortmund, oxplosions are likely 
to occur, maybe even where all 
has boon done to avoid them; and 
occasionally thero are deadly 
gasos relousod, or water is sud- 
denly let in, or a hugo fall of 
oarth and rock und coal entombs 
scoros of mon. Whon actuarios 
como to work out the death 
statistics in minos thoy are con- 
fronted with figures which provo 
that the risks run by miners aro 
groater oven than those of tho 
professional soldior in battle.
